This is law-making week in Mis­ 
souri. 
Not less than eight important 
legislative acts were passed. Some of 
these have influenced our history and 
several will probably remain in force 
for decades. 
On March 15, 1907, the Missouri 
House of Representatives passed the 
“initative and referndum” resolution, 
submitting 
this 
amendment 
to the 
vote of the people. 
The Senate had 
done this on February 25th. The peo­ 
ple approved the amendment on /No­ 
vember 4, 1908, and it became part 
Of our fundamental law. 
Single tax 
leaders and labor unions were among 
its original advocates. 
Neither have 
profited from it. 
Generally speaking, 
it has failed to meet either the hopes 
of its supporters or the fears of its 
opponents. 
Missouri’s 
state 
“floral emblem”

by the constiuttional convention, was 
adopted the so-called “Ousting Ordin­ 
ance”. This law provided for the va­ 
cating of more than 800 civil officers 
In the State, including 
judges 
and 
county official*. 
It was bitterly op­ 
posed and criticized, but it was en­ 
forced. 
In effect it aided the “radi­ 
cals” in confirming their control of 
Missouri for several years. 
Forty years later, to the day, 
the 
fourth district 
normal 
school, now 
the Southwest Missouri State Teach­ 
ers’ College, was located at Spring­ 
field. 
Eight days later the fifth dis­ 
trict normal school, now the North­ 
west Missouri 
State 
Tecahers Col­ 
lege, was located at Maryville. These 
were the last two normals. The first 
three, established in 1870 and 1873, 
are at Kirksville, Warrensburg and 
Cape Girardeau. 
By 1920 these five 
colleges had enrolled 145,000 students. 
On March 17, 1913, the Board of 
Pardons and Paroles, now combined 
with the Prison Board, and the Pub­ 
lic Service Commission were created. 
The later is one of the most import­ 
ant bodies in the State government. 
On March 19, 1907, the Bureau of 
Labor 
Statistices 
was created. On 
March 20, 1911, the Missouri Legis­ 
lature ratified the 16th amendment to 
the Federal constitution, giving Con­ 
gress the right to levy an income tax.
